So, you’re sick of “Real Housewives” spin- 
offs, and you already watched your friend’s 
collection of “Mad Men” DVDs— twice. As 
Chicago temps plummet, it’s high time to 
abandon the TV and, ahem, book it to your 
neighborhood purveyor of winter reads. Trust 
us, you’ll be in good company 

“"\5Cb’re busy all winter long, even if the 
weather’s wet,” said Suzy Takacs, owner of The 
Book Cellar in Lincoln Square. “There’s been 
blizzards outside, and it’s still packed here.” 

During the cold months, Takacs recom- 
mends diving into a weightier tome you 
haven’t had time to tackle. “[In the summer] 
you’re at the beach, and you’re interrupted 
and distracted— you’re talking to friends,” 
she said. “In the winter, you can hunker down 


for something truly literary that’s longer than 
what you’d read in the summer.” 

Not a reader? Even if you vowed never to 
page through “Eat Pray Love,” there’s a good 
chance you saw the film adaptation. Yon also 
may have “read” a comic book (“Scott Pilgrim 
vs. The ^Vsrld”), a young-adult novel (“It’s 
Kind of a Funny Story”) or an adult think piece 
(“The Town”). 

With final installments of “Harry Potter” 
and the Swedish version of Stieg Larsson’s 
Millennium Trilogy coming out, the book-film 
practice isn’t likely to go away soon.

Animated Fey 
a ‘better actor’

Tina Fey sounds impressed by the talent of her cartoon 
alter ego in the upcoming 3-D movie “Megamind.” 

“The animation adds so much and adds this visual el- 
ement to your performance that I was joking with my 
husband after I saw the cut. I was like, ‘Oh, my animated 
self is a much better actor than I am. Her face is so much 
more expressive,’ ” the star of “30 Rock” said 

As the voice of TV reporter Roxanne Ritchi, Fey 
brings her smart comic style to the all-star cast of “Me- 
gamind,” which opens Friday 

In the funny animated adventure. Will Ferrell pro- 
vides the voice of the title character, a brilliant super- 
villain who is surprisingly endearing. Brad Pitt is his 
nemesis, Metro Man, the brave superhero who protects 
Metro City 

Megamind’s efforts to defeat Metro Man consistently 
fail, so much so that even he is surprised when one of his 
attempts actually works. Feeling lost without a foe to 
oppose. Megamind tries to create a new hero. Tighten 
(Jonah Hill), who quickly becomes destructive. Can Me- 
gamind change his supervillainous ways and save the city? 

As Metro Man’s girlfriend. Fey’s no-nonsense charac- 
ter is frequently kidnapped by Megamind— and not at 
all intimidated by him. 

For the actress, it was a chance to work on a project 
starring her former “Saturday Night Live” colleague Fer- 
rell. “He’s not the kind of person who wants to be doing 
all the talking all the time, or be stealing the scene. He 
started in improv and stuff at the Groundlings, and you 
can tell he’s just like a great, great team player kind of guy” 

She thought the role was pretty cool, too. 

“I really liked the part, taking that kind of archetypal 
Lois Lane part and updating it for the 21st century,” Fey 
said, speaking by phone from L.A. 

Fey is one of the most successful stars of comedy on 
TV and in the movies, but she said she definitely sees 
herself as a writer first. She was a cast member and the 



first female head writer for “SNL.” Her sitcom, “30 
Rock,” where she’s a writer and executive producer, is an 
Emmy favorite. 

She’s starred in films such as 2004’s “Mean Girls,” 
which she also wrote, 2008’s “Baby Mama” and 2010’s 
“Date Night.” In the pop-culture arena, she’s had an im- 
pact on entertainment and politics with her Sarah Palin 
impression. 

On Tuesday she will receive the Mark Twain Prize for 
American Humor in Washington, DC. Previous win- 
ners include Bill Cosby George Carlin, Steve Martin, 
Carl Reiner, Bob Newhart and Richard Pryor. Fey is 
the third woman to get the prize; it went to Whoopi 
Goldberg in 2001 and Lily Tomlin in 2003. 

“It’s a huge honor and I can’t believe the company 
that {I’m} being included in,” she said. “It’s something I 
never even dreamed of in my life. It’s the kind of thing 
that I’m just really excited for my parents to be there.”

I was an awkward-looking 
kid. A bit precocious. I read books. I 
didn’t believe in Jesus.

That means a one- 
sided look at high-ranking officials’ shady 
agenda and multiple scenes of CIA people 
shaking their heads in disbelief at what’s 
being said on TV— plus a preachy ending 
that’s really gotta go. The movie has a sort 
of low-key crackle, though. The irresist- 
ible intrigue, underlined by post-9/11 fear 
and the challenge of separating truth from 
truthiness, is what it takes to keep your 
cool and your principles when steamroUed 
by a powerful political machine.

‘Nothing’ scores 
with good vibe

Before putting out its excellent fourth album, “Noth- 
ing,” dance-beat trio N.E.R.D. had an argument with 
executives from its record label. Interscope. 

“Tbu know, they’re like: ‘The club, the club,’ ” leader 
PharreU Williams recently told The Canadian Press. 

“We’re more like: ‘The vibe, the vibe.’ ” 

Both ideas turned out to be correct. 

In a contrast from the band’s early hits, “Nothing” is 
all relaxed, well-crafted pop tunes grafted onto slinky 
dancehall beats, and the effect is a sort of fade from ’60s 
soul to ’70s funk to disco, stopping just short of hip-hop. Sometimes, this mixture 
is generic, as on “The Man,” a lightweight piece of bongo-driven, feel-good funk 
with a whistling sample from “The Good, the Bad and the Ugly;” more often, it’s 
ridiculously potent, as on “Sacred Temple,” a disco homage to monogamy that 
builds from a sparse, tense bass line to a beautifully chaotic R&B chorus. 

The core of N.E.R.D. is Williams and Chad Hugo, better known as The Nep- 
tunes, who for a decade built hits for Jay-Z, Britney Spears, Justin Timberlake 
and others. But Shay Haley the band’s inexplicably unknown lead singer, fre- 
quently rises above the electric pianos, bleating horns and synths and whooping 
background vocals, channeling Curtis Mayfield’s falsetto on the whispery Daft 
Punk-produced “Hypnotize U” and mimicking John Legend perfectly on the 
cooing, march-time “God Bless Us All.” 

T.I. (“Party People”) and Nelly Eurtado (“Hot-n-Eun”) show up for the 
requisite star cameos, but it’s to N.E.R.D. ’s credit that they come and go as ad- 
ditional sounds in the mix.

Browntrout’s been blasted for having 
an unappetizing name, but the food at 
this North Center spot with a focus on 
sustainable products speaks for itself 
Brunch is no exception. A well-edited 
menu of around lo items includes a 
weekly omelet special ($io, on our 
visit, a version included sausage, wild 
mushroom and herbs, some of which 
were picked from the restaurant’s roof- 
top garden) and just enough variety to 
hold our interest. 

Server says: Opt for the Canadian 
lake trout “Cosby” sandwich ($12), 
crispy fish topped with a mayo-based 
sauce that’s a step up from your stan- 
dard tartar and served with a heap of 
pommes frites. 

We say: If it’s too early for lunch, the 
hearty Eggs Bacon-dict ($12) provides 
a savory fix. Chef Sean Sanders tops 
a mini-ciabatta roll with house-made 
garlic sausage, perfectly poached eggs 
and subtle hollandaise. The bacon 


that crowns the dish tasted slightly 
overcooked, but we fought over the 
last bite of rosti— a patty of shredded 
potato, shallots and garlic, pan-seared 
to a golden brown and roasted— that 
came on the side. 

We can’t stop thinking about ... The 

made-in-house apple butter, a tart 
surprise stuffed inside three irresistibly 
fluffy pancakes. Granny Smith apple 
slivers add a nice crunch to the sweet 
stack, which comes served with syrup 
and rhubarb jam. 

Day drinking: Browntrout sticks to 
the a.m. cocktail standbys: a bloody 
mary and mimosa. The bloody mary 
mix starts with pulpy juice made from 
ElUs Farm tomatoes— purchased at the 
famers market on the same block— 
which the restaurant canned at the end 
of the summer. Horseradish, ginger, 
Worcestershire and jalapenos are 
added in to build on the fresh flavor. 

The vibe: Diners who hate feeling 
rushed or shouting over their eggs will 



appreciate Browntrout’s serene setting. 
A smart mix of indie rock, bluegrass 
and jazz tunes play in the sunshine- 
drenched dining room. 

Crowd surfing: The few tables oc- 
cupied on the Sunday we went skewed 
toward the typical North Center mix 
of younger families and groups of 
friends. 

Buzz factor: Though the price is a 
bit steep at $3.50, Browntrout’s coffee 
comes from Star Lounge Coffee Bar 


in Ukrainian Village, and the custom 
roast goes down smooth. 

Bottom iine: If you’re an eggs-your- 
way kind of brunch-goer, you might 
feel limited by Browntrout’s offerings. 
But it will appeal to those who appreci- 
ate seasonal, well-executed plates made 
with as many locally sourced ingredi- 
ents as possible.
